PARIS, July 9.—A plan for sta- 
bilization of the French franc—and 
later the Belgian franc and the 
Italian lire—is being worked out 
between Montagu Norman, gov- 
ernor of the Bank of England, and 
Benjamin Strong, governor of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York. 

While the French Parliament 
swelters through day after day try- 
ing to decide whether it. will ac- 
cept the plan worked out by French 
experts, these two men are sitting 
comfortably on the. peninsula of 
Antibes on the Mediterranean and 
deciding what credit they will give 
France. 

One plan under consideration ig 
‘he marketing of German repara- 
‘ons railroad debentures. 

It is figured that eight billion 
gold marks, or two billion dollars 
worth of German railroad and in- 
dustrial debentures, if placed on 
the international market, would be 
ample covering for’ international 
obligations growing out of the war 
and could serve as a basis of 
credit by which the French, Bel- 
gian and Italian currencies could 
be stabilized. 

in other words, reparations due 
France, Belgium and Italy from 
Germany would be paid by Ger- 
many in debentures into an interna- 
tional pool, which on this basis 
would give practically unlimited 
credit to France, Belgium and 
Italy for all foreign payments, 
whether commercial obligations or 
annuities on war debts. 

War Debts and Reparations. 

The plan is a roundabout way of 
linking up of war debts and repara- 
tions, to which America always has 
been opposed. 

The discussion has not yet de- 
veloped to the point where the 
French public is aware that its fate 
is being settled, nor in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies but on the Cape of 
Antibes. Finance Minister Cail- 
laux’s immediate task is to get a 
vote of confidence out of the Cham- 
ber for the French financial plan, 
as proof to the world’s bankers 
that France wants to put an end to 
inflation and is ready to make the 
necessary sacrifices. 

Unfortunately for Caillaux, he 
cannot go into the details of the 
credit plan—not even in the gen- 
presented——because 
the banking lords have not given 
nim anything to go on. He knows 
only that credit on a big scale will 
be discussed soon after France gets 
a healthy financial policy. 

Caillaux’s Statement. 

Caillaux in answering his critics 
in the chamber yesterday referred 
to the negotiations for extensive 
credits, saying: 

“At this moment important neg- 
otiations are going forward which 
will have far-reaching conse- 
quences. While there is not real- 
ly any relation between the regu- 
‘lation of foreign debts and the 
opening of credits, in point of fact 
it is indispensable for France to 
settle its debts definitely to re- 
establish credit in the world, 
which is right now deciding what 
credit arrangements can be made.”

Clemenceau’s Book Extols WIFE OF LUDENDOR 
GETS DIVORCE DECREE 


Coutt Says Both She and Gen- 
eral Were to Blame 
for Discord. 


By the Associated Presa. 
MUNICH, Germany, July %.— 


Frau Erich Ludendorff has been 
granted a divorce from the former 
Quartermaster-General of the Im- 
perial Army. 

A terse official County Court 
statement said that both parties 
were to blame, which amounts to 


incompatibility. 
Gen. Ludendorff filed the origt- 
nal suit and his wife filed a coun- 


ter suit, whereupon the General 
withdrew his petition. ; 
Frau Margarethe Ludendorff 


charged Germany’s wartime Quar- 
termaster-General with neglect 
and cruelty. The General's activi- 
ties since the war, she declared, 
made him “extremely irritable 
and increasingly abusive.” 

Gen. Ludendorff was her second 
husband, whom she married just 
before the war. Her first husband 
was an officer named Pernet, by 
whom she had two sons, one of 
whom was killed in the war. The 
younger son was a Second Lieu- 
tenant, served as an Adjutant to 
the General in the “beer cellar 
revolution” in 1923 in Munich. 

The General and Frau Luden- 
defff have no children, Frau Lu- 
dendorff is a member of the Bolle 
family, owners of one of the larg- 


est dairy companies in Northern 
Germany. 
In a private hearing, Gen. Lu- 


dendorff charged that his home 


was ruined by his wife's incessant 


cigarette-smoking. His counsel 


said the General's irritability was 


caused, not by political activities, 
but by his abhorrence of her 
smoking, which he considered im- 


proper for a young girl and intol- 
erable in an older woman.

And Have Many Uses

INEAPPLEs are grown in va- 
P rious parts of the world. A 
g00d many come from the Ha’ 
walian Islands. The industry there 
has developed in a most satisfac- 
tory manner. During the last 
quarter of a century it has been 
built up to a thirty-five million 
dollar business. 

I am glad to hear this, because 
the pineapple is a wholesome and 
nutritious food. 

Once in a while some enthusi- 
ast figures out the chemistry of 
foods. In solemn tones he an- 
nounces that pills or capsules can 
be made which will supply exactly 
the elements required to meet the 
body’s needs. . 

We might subscribe to this idea 
if the body's needs were purely 
chemical. But they are not. They 
are physical as well as chemical. 

The intestinal tract will not 
function unless it gets a bountiful 
supply of coarse, fibrous material. 
It must have roughage to stimu- 
late the muscular movements of 
the canal. The fibrous substances 
act as brushes to scrape and 
cleanse thé passages. 

Few food stuffs are better suit- 
ed to supply proper roughage than 
pineapple. This is one of the rea- 
sons it is good for health: 

Pineapple, served cold and fresh

and crisp, is a delicious dessert. 
But, good as the fresh product is, 
it is no more appealing than the 
canned article. Indeed, in one 
respect certainly, canned pineap- 
ple is superior. For canning pur- 
poses the ripest and juiciest speci- 
mens can be used. Pineapples so 
dead ripe they could not be ship- 
ped in the natural state, are at 
their very best for canning. On 
this account, we find canned or 
preserved pineapple is one of the 
sweetest of fruits. 

In summer time it is difficult 
to decide what to give for dessert. 
Here is a fruit which can supply 
every need for an attractive and 
nourishing dish to end the meal. 

Summer time is salad time. A 
fruit salad, made largely of pine- 
apple, will please everybody. 
Crushed with lemon and orange 
and shaken up with cracked ice, 
it makes a wonderful drink. 

Pineapple flavoring and pine- 
apple frosting are other appetiz- 
ing things. The pineapple has 
many uses. 

It is a good thing to get away 
from pastries and heavy desserts 
in hot weather. To take their 
place the fruits are in demand. 
Chief among them is good pine- 
apple.

Eat Simple Food for a Week 
Previous to 
Sailing. 


ETTING ready for a sea trip is 
G really quite a simple matter if 
it will begin a week before the 


trip is taken, you have a very long 
chance of eating every meal in the 
dining-room and stepping haughtily 
over your limp fellow passengers, 
as they are stretched out, as one 
sailor expresses it, “all over the 
place.” 

Not that one should adopt a 
special “diet” but, on the contrary, 
he should follow the dietary that 
has always been best sulted to his 
own constitution. In general, 4 
breakfast of crisp rather than 
“mushy” cereal, of fruit juice rath- 
er than heavy marmadale, of crisp 
toast rather than hot bread, and of 
one cup of coffee instead of two, 
will prove most gen®frally satisfac- 
tory. 

Again, in general, luncheon may 
consist of a delicately made cream 
of vegetable soup or a hot cooked 
dish of crushed vegetables accom- 
panied by crisp rolls and ‘ice with 
sugariess tea, if you like it, will 
also be satisfactory. ~ 

Coming to the evening meal, this 
too should be simple. One may cut 
out soup if there has been soup at 
noon and begin with slice of white 
meat of chicken, of lean roast beef, 
or of roast lamb There might be 
a baked potato and a salad of 
crisp green vegetables with French 
dressing. Dessert should be either 
another ice or fruit. 

The above would also serve as 
a good diet on board with one ex- 
ception. Leave out all soups and 
unnecessary liquid while “sailing 
the ocean blue.”
